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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 

Kato. 

Kato teaches a liquid chromatograph mass spectrometer comprising: 

• A liquid chromatograph portion for supplying a liquid sample (Items 1-4). 

• An ionization chamber having a nebulizer (Items 5-8) to produce a nebulized 
sample which is ionized by applying a high voltage to nebulizing nozzle (8) and 
ionizing electrode (11). (Claims 1 and 5) 

• A mass spectrometer for receiving the ionized sample (15). (Claims 1 and 5) 

• A control mechanism (26) for controlling a composition ratio of nitrogen and 
oxygen gas (Col. 3 Lines 40-51) where a nebulizing gas is nitrogen (Col. 3 Lines 
52-55) and oxygen gas is the auxiliary gas (Col. 1 Lines 61-65). (Claims 1 , 4, and 
5) 

• A nebulizer formed of double tubes (6 and 7). (Claims 2 and 5) 

• A nebulized gas supply section connected to the nebulized gas supply flow path 
(Fig. 1 Items 16-23, 25, 29, and 30). (Claims 3 and 5).
